“Settling down” in a commu¬ 
nity signifies to most people 
the acceptance of a daily rou¬ 
tine varied occasionally by a 
brief excursion out of town, but 
there is always the exception 
to the rule and in this case it 
is the Rosenes. 

With memories of a five-year 
honeymoon to far parts of the 
world, as told by Russell Ro- 
sene in the July issue of the 
American Magazine, the author 
and his wife, Nita, moved to 
720 Skyland Drive “to settle 
down and raise a family like 
the rest of the folks in Sierra 
Madre.” 

It seems evident, however, 
that to the Rosenes “settling 
down” means being limited to 
anything from 5,000 tq 10,000- 


mile jaunts whenever circum¬ 
stances permit — and both of 
them the courage to see to it 
that circumstances do permit 
it, quite often. 

In the magazine article, 
which is an account of the un¬ 
inhibited wandering that 
shocked and worried their 
friends, Russell Rosene tells of 
how they spent a rugged win¬ 
ter on a tiny Wisconsin island 
an* later made a 2000-mile 
camping trip through Alaska. 
This, however, was just a start¬ 
er. Later they traveled much 
of Europe, northern Africa, and 
South America. 

All of it was preceded by 
what “Russ” calls a little ex¬ 
periment—such as hitch-hiking 
11,000 miles through 21 states 
and parts of Canada. With lit¬ 


tle more than their courage 
and a financial “shoe-string,” 
they accomplished the kind of 
travel and adventure that is 
merely dreamed about by most 
people. 

Not only have the Rosenes 
seen the world, but the world 
has seen them. “Life” Maga¬ 
zine carried a picture-essay of 
the first leg of what unexpect¬ 
edly turned into a world tour. 

Their rugged island winter 
was pictured in a British 
"Geographical M a g a z i n e.” 
“America,” a state department 
publication, distributed in Rus¬ 
sia, tells of the “Wayfarers,” 
and an account was carried in 
a U.S. Army magazine in 
Korea. All with photographs 
taken by Russ.

"It now looks as if victory in 
18 months’ campaign to 
protect the foothill cities will 
have been achieved. The in¬ 
creased appropriations for the 
Forest Service, vitally impor¬ 
tant, are most helpful, but 
these flood control appropria¬ 
tions, put into real construc¬ 
tion by the end of the summer, 
will have largely averted the 
disaster threat.” 

Representative Hiestand stat¬ 
ed emphatically much credit is 
due the people of these com¬ 
munities for their loyal co-op¬ 
eration in doing their share in 
these great projects. 
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I’m glad to see that President 
Eisenhower, last week, made 
statements about his attitude 
toward the Geneva Conference 
which sounded almost as if he 
had been reading this column 
and agreed with it. He said, in 
effect, that he would go there 
prepared to give due consider¬ 
ation to any reasonable offer. 

That is the way to approach 
a conference. 

We Americans admit we are 
the best salesmen in the world, 
but the basis of salesmanship 
is courtesy. How many motor 
cars or peanuts or anything 
could we sell if we began by 
telling the prospective custom¬ 
er: “We know you’re a liar and 
a thief, but here’s our offer. 
Take it or leave it.” 

We feel that if we have a 
proposition so provably good 
that we can prove its benefits 
to anyone who will listen, all 
we have to do is be so courte¬ 
ous that he has no excuse to 
quit listening. Then we try to 
tie him up in a contract so fair 
we are willing to abide by it 
ourselves yet so binding that 
we can discount it at the bank, 
if necessary. 

The only way we can avoid 
future wars is by mutual con¬ 
sent, mutual agreement on 
what is best for all of us. We 
need only live up to the prin¬ 
ciples of the United Nations to 
do that, and we cannot do that 
by being insulting or dictato¬ 
rial. Too many of our political 
figures try to make political 
capital for themselves by de¬ 
nouncing people they think 
they can denounce with im¬ 
punity, especially foreigners 
who have no votes in their dis¬ 
tricts. 

That may do them some 
good, but certainly it does 
nothing to relieve the tensions 
of the world. We don’t have to 
accept any proposition that is 
bad for us, but we don’t have 
to reject it with insults, either. 
We must come to mutual 
agreements, or we may all 
come to destruction.

CEANOTHUS-CALIFORN1A 
NATIVE LILAC 

Bring the wild beauty of the 
California foothills and moun¬ 
tains into your yard and patio 
by planting Ceanothus or Wild 
Lilac which offers 50 species, 
varieties and hybrids, 44 spe¬ 
cies of which are natives of 
California. 

The Ceanothus in many of its 
species has shown itself to be 
very adaptable for home gar¬ 
dens. Some species do better 
in certain California locales 
than others, of course. Discov¬ 
ering what species will adapt 
best to your area will reward 
you well—for this native grows 
in forms that make fine ground 
covers as well as excellent 
foreground and background 
shrubs. 

Ceanothus Gloriosus or Point 
Reyes Lilac grows native in the 
coastal strip above San Fran¬ 
cisco from Point Reyes to Point 
Arena. A very low growing va¬ 
riety it spreads to five feet in 
a dense mat and reaches a 
height of 4 to 24 inches. The 
leaves have slightly spiny- 
toothed margins and are leath¬ 
ery and dark green. Lavender- 
blue flowers that are very fra¬ 
grant bloom in rounded clus¬ 
ters. One of the most useful 
ground covers of this group, it 
can be kept flat by pinching 
back upright growth. Plant it 
in a well-drained peaty soil and 
don’t be afraid to water—for 
it’s thirstier than the other 
species. 

Another low-growing variety 
of the Wild Lilac is the Carmel 
Creeper or Ceanothus griseus 
horizontalis which grows as a 
native of the Monterey Penin¬ 
sula and central coastal area. 
It reaches various heights 
from 18 to 30 inches, spreading 
from 5 to 15 feet apart. This 
variety tends to mound if 
planted too closely; space plants 
eight feet apart when setting 
them out. 

Blue Blossom, Ceanothus 
thyriflorus, grows, in the coast¬ 
al range from Santa Barbara 
north into Oregon. Its color 
varies in each area from deep 
to pale blue and the blooming 
period varies too—from March

families with incomes over 
$4000. Back in 1944 the aver¬ 
age family earned $4,027. To¬ 
day, the average for the Ameri¬ 
can family, including both 
farmers and those living in the 
cities, is $5,330. And the aver¬ 
age city family today earns 
over $6000 annually! But most 
startling of all is the fact that 
a whopping 44% of all non¬ 
farm families earn between 
$5000 and $10,000 a year. 

At the other end of the scale, 
only 30% of all families, in¬ 
cluding the traditionally low 
farm-income group, earn less 
than $3000. Only 15% of the 
city families are today found 
in this group. But keep in mind 
that these figures apply to 
families living under the same 
roof, not necessarily to indi¬ 
viduals. 

The real eye opener is found 
in the great economic leveling 
process that has been at work 
these past dozen years. Fewer 
and fewer families are making 
over $10,000. Only 9.8% of our 
ctiy families make over $10,000. 

In short, we have broadened 
our market base with a greatly

Inflated tubes, .including the 
castoff inner tube from the 
family jalopy that Junior loves 
so much, have come under sus¬ 
picion in the opinion of Dr. 
Paul Gerrish, nationally known 
swimming instructor who 
w'arns that they can be dan¬ 
gerous to non-swimmers. 

Dr. Gerrish, who reports that 
his opinion is shared by many 
leading authorities on water 
safety, believes that inflated 
tubes are a hazard to non- 
swimmers because they support 
the user in an incorrect swim¬ 
ming position; encourage chil¬ 
dren to swim beyond their 
depth with a false sense of 
security; are apt to become 
deflated thus causing an acci¬ 
dent; and can cause one’s feet 
to be lifted in the air with 
one’s face held under the water 
possibly to the point of drown¬ 
ing. 

Dr. Gerrish, an experienced 
swimming coach, is now the 
director of the Pasadena Swim 
and Sports Club. Estimating 
that 75,000,000 persons in the 
United States cannot swim, he 
thinks that not only Junior but 
many adults as well had better 
hang their inflated tubes on a 
hickory limb and not go near 
the water. Either that, or learn 
to swim.

tion of yellow fever) done by 
a private physician; however, 
travel vaccinations may be ob¬ 
tained at the local health cen¬ 
ter which provides service to 
the area in which the individ¬ 
ual resides. 

The Los Angeles County 
Health Department has 13 Dis¬ 
trict Centers that offer health 
services, including vaccinations, 
to residents in 41 of the 46 
cities in Los Angeles County 
and also to those persons who 
live in unincorporated area. 
The County Health Department 
does not extend these services 
to people residing in Los An¬ 
geles City, Beverly Hills, Pasa¬ 
dena, Vernon and Long Beach 
since all of these places main¬ 
tain their own health depart¬ 
ments. Individuals living in 
any of these cities should 
therefore apply to their own 
particular department for In¬ 
formation or service. 

The Certificate is provided 
by the physician at the time of 
immunization. It must then be 
brought or mailed to the local 
health center in the area where 
the doctor has his practice in 
order that the form may be 
stamped with the official seal 
of the County Health Depart¬ 
ment. These Certificates are 
not available to prospective 
travellers, but physicians may 
obtain as many as they need 
from the local health center. 

In addition to smallpox vac¬ 
cine, protection against typhoid 
and paratyphoid fever and ty¬ 
phus is often considered de¬ 
sirable for those persons who 
intend to visit countries where 
sanitation is poor. The physi¬ 
cian may be consulted on this, 
or any other, protection that 


should be obtained and the ad¬ 
vice generally given is that it 
is best to be on the safe side 
and take whatever is recom¬ 
mended by the Public Health 
Service. 

If the traveller’s route takes 
him through certain countries, 
protection against yellow fever 
will be essential. These “shots” 
are not given by private phy¬ 
sicians but are obtainable in 
this area only through the 
United States Public Health 
Service, 424 Federal Building, 
Los Angeles, at 1:30 p.m„ Mon¬ 
day through Friday. No ap¬ 
pointment is needed and the 
vaccination is good for six 
years. There is no charge for 
this service. At least five days 
should elapse between yellow 
fever inoculation and smallpox 
vaccination and the individual 
will mind them less if he al¬ 
lows himself sufficient time 
and gets the yellow fever in¬ 
oculation first. 

In addition to the Interna¬ 
tional Certificate of Vaccina¬ 
tion, a few Latin-American 
countries require a personal 
health certificate. This may take 
the form of a letter written by 
a physician, and certified by 
a health department, which 
states that the individual is in 
good mental and physical 
health and is free from com¬ 
municable disease, including 
trachoma. 

“Immunization Information 
for International Travel" is the 
title of an informative pam¬ 
phlet on this subject, and may 
be obtained from the Superin¬ 
tendent of Documents, Govern¬ 
ment Printing Office, Washing¬ 
ton 25, D.C., for 20 cents (no 
stamps accepted).

VACCINATION FOR 

FOREIGN TRAVEL 

Americans travel abroad 
more than any other people in 
the world, and most of them 
know that a passport should be 
obtained before leaving the 
United States. But a number of 
individuals who are planning 
their first overseas trip are un¬ 
aware that if traveling exten¬ 
sively, an International Certifi¬ 
cate of Vaccination may also 
be required. The getting of a 
Certificate may seem a com¬ 
plicated business to the unin¬ 
itiated although actually it 
isn’t. 

Vaccination is required for 
several reasons. It protects the 
health of the individual and 
helps to prevent the passage of 
disease from one country to an¬ 
other. It also does much to 
control the possibility of in¬ 
troducing contagious diseases 
to this country, some of which 
have been eradicated after a 
great many years of hard work. 

Only three vaccinations are 
recorded on the Certificate and 
these are for smallpox, cholera 
and yellow fever. Smallpox 
vaccination is generally suffi¬ 
cient if the traveller confines 
his wanderings to the European 
continent and is not required 
for visits to Canada and a few 
other places nearby. 

As a matter of fact, it is even 
possible to travel over most of 
Europe without being asked to 
product the Certificate at all, 
but upon re-entering the United 
States evidence of immunity to 
smallpox is demanded whether 
obtained from vaccination 
within the past three years or 
a previous attack of the dis¬ 
ease. If this is not aavailable, 
the individual will undergo ex¬ 
periences not generally includ¬ 
ed in vacation plans such as 
detention up to 14 days, or vac¬ 
cination, or both.
